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Nursing Care of Head Injuries

This article deals with a subject with 
which nurses are all more or less fa- 
miliar—the nursing care of head in- 
juries. It is not intended, however, to 
cover the routine method of nursing 
these patients, but rather to discuss cer- 
tain features which are not so generally 
known; and some which are frequently 
overlooked. 

What should you do if you are present 
on the street or highway at the scene 
of accident wherein someone suffers a 
serious head injury? What frequently 
happens? Read the morning paper: 
“Serious Highway Crash! Race with 
Death! Victim conveyed at record speed 
to Hospital by private car.” In spite of 
these heroics, one reads further that “‘he 
died a few minutes after admission to 
the Emergency Ward.” Picture the 
scene—the unconscious victim picked up 
by excited bystanders and dumped like 
a sack of potatoes into the back seat of a 
car, and then provided with a bumpy ride 
to hospital. You should be able to recog- 
nize whether the patient is in shock, by 
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his appearance and pulse, and if so have 
him covered up with coats. When severe 
shock is obviously present, insist on wait- 
ing for an ambulance, if such is avail- 
able. If you are many miles from a hos- 
pital, it is better for the patient to put 
him to bed in the nearest farmhouse than 
to provide the long, dangerous ride to 
the city. 

The first, and often the most impor- 
tant item in the care of these patients 
is treatment of shock. This should be 
started at the scene of accident, con- 
tinued during the ambulance ride, and 
then carried out intensively on admission 
to hospital. You are familiar with the 
routine treatment by heat, stimulants, 
and intravenous fluid, but one further 
point should be emphasized—minimal 
handling of the patient. No X-Ray pic- 
ture should be taken—except under very 
special circumstances—until the patient 
has recovered from shock. To move the 
patient at this stage, as has to be done 
to take X-Ray plates, would endanger 
his life. It is better to have a live patient 
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and be uncertain as to whether he has or 
has not a cracked skull than to have a 
dead patient and beautiful X-Ray plates. 


When the patient has a temperature 
of over a hundred degrees on admission, 
or if he is deeply unconscious, whether 
his temperature be high or low, the tem- 
perature should be noted per rectum 
every hour. In some of these cases a 
very dangerous increase in temperature 
may develop suddenly, and can only be 
controlled by early recognition and ener- 
getic sponging. 

If the patient has regained full or par- 
tial consciousness after admission, and 
then falls into a natural sleep, do not 
wake him up for any special observa- 
tions as long as his breathing is regular 
and quiet. If his breathing becomes 
noisy and irregular, wake him up gently 
to see if he is still conscious. 


Your patient may remain unconscious 
for many hours, and sometimes for days. 
Remember that he must be nourished 
and given sufficient fluid. That often 
means repeated nasal feedings and in- 
travenous of interstitial fluid. In these 
same patients, it is important to guard 
against pneumonia by turning at inter- 
vals, if change of movement does not 
embarrass respiration, and by giving oxy- 
gen if necessary. Do not forget the blad- 
der. If an unconscious patient becomes 
restless it may be because the bladder 
is overdistended and requires use of the 
catheter. 

After the shock has been adequately 
treated, attention is focussed on the con- 
dition of the brain. We now have time 
to examine the patient more thoroughly 
and assess the damage. Subsequent treat- 
ment is guided by three general prin- 
ciples. These are: (1) rest; (2) ade- 
quate circulation of blood through the 
brain; (3) graduated convalescence. 

Resting an injured brain is not as 
easy as resting a broken arm. It means 
that the patient must be kept in a dark- 
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ened, quiet room, supervised by a soft- 
spoken, understanding, strong-willed 
nurse who will encourage him to sleep 
and more sleep, attend to his wants with 
a minimum of fussing, and protect him 
from visitors, insurance adjusters, and 
even disturbing thoughts. During the 
stage of irritability, drugs such as codeine 
or luminal may be necessary for rest, but 
these are not so important as the per- 
sonality of the attending nurse. 


Adequate circulation for the injured 
brain means that the blood-vessels must 
be free to supply extra blood to the in- 
jured area to promote healing. The skull 
is like a closed box which will not ex- 
pand. Within this closed box there are 
three substances: (1) brain tissue; (2) 
blood, within blood vessels; (3) spinal 
fluid, over the surface of the brain, and 
in the ventricles. If the brain tissue be- 
comes swollen, as it does when injured, 
these other two substances are forced out 
of the skull to make room for the swol- 
len brain. This is a serious matter. An 
injured brain which needs extra blood 
to promote healing is actually being sup- 
plied with less blood than normally. 


A better circulation of blood within 
the skull may be promoted by natural 
means, and by artificial means. The na- 
tural method of aiding circulation with- 
in the head is to do all in your power to 
promote easy, quiet, unobstructed breath- 
ing. You know that if you squeeze your 
neck or partially choke yourself that your 
face becomes flushed and your head 
feels full. Obstructed breathing always 
means a congested brain. Some of these 
unconscious patients breathe better lying 
on their backs, but most of them breathe 
easiest when kept on their sides. Some pa- 
tients whose cheeks tend to fall down 
and obstruct breathing, are better with 
a short piece of large bore rubber tubing 
in the side of their mouth. You must 
find out quickly what is best for each 
patient by trial and error—and what is 
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best one hour may have changed the 
next hour. 

The artificial methods of aiding cir- 
culation consist in an attempt to reduce 
the swelling of the brain by dehydration, 
or the mount of spinal fluid by lumber 
puncture. The methods of dehydration 
are: (1) restricted fluid.intake; (2) 
large doses of Mag. Sulph. .by mouth; 
(3) retention enemas of. 50% Mag. 
Sulph., (4 0z. in an adult) repeated two 
or three times per day if necessary; (4) 
hypertonic fluid intravenously. Concen- 
trated solutions of sucrose have certain 
advantages over glucose and will un- 
doubtedly be used more in the future 
for these intravenous treatments. 


The main point about convalescence 
after head injury is that the convales- 
cence should be graduated. Let us des- 
cribe the ideal course of events. After a 
head injury a patient is lucky who is 
able to have a single room. The patient 
who has just recovered consciousness is, 
of course, in bed. He is not permitted 
more than one visitor, who may remain 
with him for short periods only. He is 
read to, rather than allowed to read. 
The room is darkened for the greater 
part of the day. Some patients are so 
bored with such a regime that they be- 
come restless and allowance has to made 
for that. Occasionally in such cases the 
continued presence of a quiet-minded 
and influential relative or friend in the 
room may be of help. 


When under such conditions the pa- 
tient has progressed to the state of being 
free from symptoms for forty-eight 
hours, or if after complete recovery of 
consciousness he has at the end of three 
days admitted no complaints, a plan of 
graduated activity is commenced in this 
manner: He may have some mental 
exercise for an hour in the morning, such 
as listening to the radio, working out a 
cross-word or jig-saw puzzle, or playing 
a game or cards. In the afternoon he 
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sits up for an hour. If under these con- 
ditions there is recurrence or develop- 
ment. of symptoms, the strict rest is re- 
imposed. If, on the other hand, the first 
step towards greater activity is success- 
ful—then at the end of forty-eight hours 
he may take the next. He may be al- 
lowed up to the bath and lavatory, inay 
read at will, and may have a few visi- 
tors, though not more than one at a 
time. If he again remains symptom-free 
at the end of another forty-eight hours 
he may dress and sit up in his room, and 
may have more than one visitor at a 
time. If he remains well after another 
forty-eight hours he may sit up for his 
meals,and go out for a short daily walk 
or drive. If after another forty-eight 
hours he remains well, walking exer- 
cise is increased, and he is allowed a 
normal life at home. If after a further 
forty-eight hours he remains symptom 
free, he should commence a fourteen day 
holiday. Recurrence or development of 
symtoms at any stage should be the sig- 
nal for a backward step to the point at 
which he was symptom-free. 


When the patient is treated in a hos- 
pital ward, neither the initial quiet nor 
the smooth progress towards greater ac- 
tivity is so. easily obtained. The same 
graduated stages should be observed. In 
the earlier stages the patient should be 
screened, and should be in the quietest 
part of the ward. It is better that he 
should have his visitors at some time re- 
moved from the bustle arfd noise of visit- 
ing day. On first getting up he should 
sit apart from the other patients in a 
quiet corner of the ward or balcony. 


Under the most favourable circum- 
stances, the patient should. return to 
work in three or four weeks from the 
time he recovers consciousness. On the 
other hand, the graduated progress may 
have to be spread over a period of sever- 
al weeks or months. 

Be very careful of what you say to 
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these patients when they are recovering. 
Head-injury patients are the most sus- 
ceptible to suggestion of any patients in 
medicine. They are all potential neuro- 
tics.If the nurse, or doctor, or friend, or 
lawyer suggest to the unfortunate pa- 
tient that perhaps his brain has been 
injured that patient will almost certainly 
develop symptoms of some sort—usually 
headache. Be on your guard against any 
suggestion that he may not recover com- 
pletely. 

During the remainder of this discus- 
sion a few of the special problems re- 
lated to head injury will be briefly sur- 
veyed: 


Head injury at birth: Here is one type 
at least that is not caused by the motor 
car. It is remarkable what a degree of 
distortion the human infant’s brain will 
undergo during birth with no apparent 
harm. But occasionally harm results, 
usually bleeding over the surface of the 
brain. The signs of this catastrophe are 
difficulty in starting the baby breathing 
and convulsions during the first few 
days. Lumbar puncture will show spinal 
fluid which is stained bright red with 
blood. The only treatment in the seri- 
ous cases is repeated lumbar puncture. 
Nature usually effects a cure. 

Middle Meningeal Haemorrhage: 
You will recall that the outer of the three 
membranes covering the brain is the 
dura—a tough membrane about the 
thickness of wrapping-paper which lies 
immediately beneath the skull. On the 
surface of the dura are various torturous 
arteries, and the largest and most im- 
portant of these is the middle meningeal. 
It enters the skull through a small hole 
in the base and courses up over the sur- 
face of the dura in the temple region. 
Now if the skull is fractured in this re- 
gion the middle meningeal artery may be 
torn. What happens to the patient? 
Nearly always there is a history that the 
patient when first seen was conscious, 
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but has later become unconscious. Here 
is where your early observation on the 
state of consciousness may be of great 
importance. Immediate operation to re- 
move the clot and tie the bleeding ves- 
sel is all that will save the patient’s life. 


Subdural haematoma: This is a clot 
that forms beneath the dura and over the 
surface of the brain. It is slow in forming. 
Bleeding may go on for long after the 
accident. A typical history is this. An 
adult receives a slight injury to his head 
but is not rendered unconscious. He picks 
himelf up and carries on. Thereafter he 
complains of headache, A few weeks or a 
few months later he starts to show signs 
of increased pressure within his head, 
and may develop weakness of one side. 
At operation we find a tremendous clot 
which has liquefied in its center, this 
whole mass almost covering one hemi- 
sphere. 


Post-traumatic syndrome: After a 
certain number of severe head injuries 
the patient, after he is up and around, 
complains of recurrent headache and 
dizziness. Some of them have an axe to 
grind—they want to collect large da- 
mages or compensation. To help us dis- 
tinguish between the case who really 
has severe pains and those who exagger- 
ate slight pains, or have hardly any, we 
sometimes do an encephalogram. This 
will show any gross scarring of the 
brain—or whether there has been con- 
siderable atrophy—and help us to ar- 
rive at a conclusion. And some of these 
headaches, particularly if they are lo- 
calized to one spot, are greatly relieved 
by the air injection, 

“Punch drunk”: This isa rare but in- 
teresting sequel of repeated cerebral con- 
cussions received in the prize-ring. The 
patient, usually a second-rate profession- 
al boxer who has always “taken a lot of 
punishment” in his fights, complains of 
dizziness and staggering gait, and may 
show evidences of mental deterioration. 
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Such a patient, examined several weeks 
ago, illustrates the difficulty of obtaining 
a clear history. It was important to know 
whether he had been “knocked-out” 
often, but one hesitated to hurt his feel- 
ings. The following conversation took 
place: “Were you a canny, defensive 
type of boxer or were you the wide- 
open, slugging type?” 


“Oh, I was always very foxy.” 
“Let us come to the point. Were you 
knocked out very often?” 


“Well, yes and no, doctor. I was car- 
ried out plenty of times, but you see if 
my opponent was in better training than 
myself, I often had to fall down and 
play possum.”

She has many interests outside 
the professional field and has been a 
member of the Quota Club and the 
Professional and Business Women’s 
Club.

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The Ontario Annual Meeting

The twelfth annual meeting of the 
Registered Nurses Association of On- 
tario was held in London, March 31, 
April 1 and 2, with a registration of 
426. The meeting was opened with the 
Lord’s Prayer. The president, Miss 
Ethel Cryderman, presided and His 
Worship Mayor Kingsmill welcomed 
the delegates. 

On Thursday morning the Report of 
the National Committee on Dominion 
Registration for Nurses was the out- 
standing feature. Miss Mary Millman 
presented her report as representative to 
the National Committee and also as 
chairman of the provincial committee 
studying this question. Miss Edith M. 
Dickson, convener of the National 
Committee presented a résumé of the 
plan as outlined in the Report of the 
Committee. Many questions, forwarded 
from the district committees or from 
individual members, were presented and 
answered. A full discussion followed as 
each recommendation contained in the 
Report was presented and voted on. A 
large number of members were present 
and entered into the discussion. The 
principle of Dominion Registration had 
been endorsed at the meeting in 1936, 
and at this meeting the recommenda- 
tions, with certain amendments, were 
endorsed. 

Another important session, with Miss 
Elizabeth Rogers, vice-chairman of the 
Nurse Education Section presiding, took 
place on Thursday afternoon when Miss 
Marion Lindeburgh, convener of the 
National Curriculum Committee pre- 
sented a study of the Proposed Curri- 
culum for Schools of Nursing in Can- 
ada. The Association was very pleased 
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to have Miss Lindeburgh, and her pre- 
sentation was much appreciated, especial- 
ly by the members of the Curriculum 
study groups throughout the Province. 
Miss E. Kathleen Russell, Director of 
the School of Nursing of the University 
of Toronto spoke briefly on the work 
of the School and a resolution was sub- 
sequently passed that the Board of Direc- 
tors appoint a committee to form a link 
between Schools of Nursing in Ontario 
Universities and the nurses of this Prov- 
ince, 

The third important session was on 
Friday when the special feature was an 
address on orthopedic nursing by Miss 
Marion Ballantyne, orthopedic supervi- 
sor, Visiting Nurses Association, Brook- 
lyn, N.Y. Miss Ballantyne also gave a 
practical demonstration of remedial ex- 
ercises. A number of children, trained in 
the physiotherapy department of the 
Children’s War Memorial Hospital, 
gave a demonstration of exercises for 
flat feet. This general session, chaired by 
Miss Jean Church, was held under the 
auspices of the Private Duty and Public 
Health Sections of the Association. In 
the arrangements for this meeting the 
Ontario Society for Crippled Children 
gave active co-operation. 

Membership: Another high light was 
the report of the Membership Commit- 
tee. In 1926 the membership was 574 
and at this meeting reached 3002. As 
compared with the annual meeting in 
1936, this is an increase of 641. As a 
result of the membership campaign, there 
have already been 725 new members in 
1937. 

Legislation: This committee reported 
that a special committee had been ap- 
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pointed in 1936 by the Honourable the 
Minister of Health with representatives 
from the Department of Health, the 
Council of Nurse Education and the Re- 
gistered Nurses Association of Onta- 
rio to consider the revision of the rules 
and regulations relating to the registra- 
tion of nurses. This special committee 
revised the regulations which were ap- 
proved by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, recently forwarded to the 
Training Schools for Nurses in the 
Province by order of the Honourable 
the Minister of Health. As the educa- 
tional requirements for entrance to 
Training Schools for Nurses had been 
changed, and as at stated periods fur- 
ther changes will occur, the Collegiate 
Institutes and Vocational Schools in On- 
tario are to be circularized with respect 
to the educational requirements for en- 
trance. 


Permanent Education Fund: The 
Association objective, covering a five- 
year period, was $10,000.00 and this 
fund has now reached $9,709.08. Loans 
from this Fund are now available for 
postgraduate study and to date one loan 
has been granted. The committee anti- 
cipates that within the next few months 
many nurses in Ontario will avail them- 
selves of this assistance. 


Florence Nightingale Memorial 
Fund: The committee reported that 
$715.30 had been received in the past 
fiscal year, Information with respect to 
an International Red Cross Bazaar in 
London, England, prior to the Interna- 
tional Congress of Nurses was brought 
to the attention of the Association, The 
Board of Directors is keenly interested 
in assisting to. raise funds for the Night- 
ingale International Foundation and a 
committee was appointed to secure ar- 


ticles characteristic of Ontario industries. | 


The report concerning the National 
Enrolment of Nurses for Emergency 
Service showed that there are 362 nurses 
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enrolled in Ontario. The report of the 
Committee which was appointed to study 
the distribution of nursing services was 
of real interest and will be widely dis- 
tributed. The committee appointed to 
study the establishment of Bureaux of 
Nursing is planning to approach the On- 
tario Government for financial assistance 
within the next few months. The com- 
mittee appointed to study the proposal 
that all who nurse the sick for hire 
should be licensed is making an investi- 
gation of this important question. 


The report of the activities of the 
Council of Nurse Education showed 
that its activities had pivoted around the 
revision of the rules and regulations re- 
lating to the registration of nurses. A 
medical practitioner, appointed on the 
recommendation of the Registered 
Nurses Association of Ontario, has been 
added to the Council and equal repre- 
sentation is now given to the Registered 
Nurses Association of Ontario. Since 
1923, 20,937 nurses have registered and 
49.53% of these have re-registered in 
1937. In 1936, the total number taking 
Provincial Registration examinations was 
1133. 

The Nurse Education Section repor- 
ted that, during the past year, four re- 
fresher courses have been given at the 
School of Nursing of the University of 
Toronto. These included courses for 
public health nurses, for hospital social 
workers and for staff nurses 
Schools of Nursing. 

The Private Duty Section focussed 
attention upon the report of the commit- 
tee to study the eight-hour day. The 
convener, Miss Madelene Baker, spoke 
on this question in many centres 
throughout the Province. The eight- 
hour day is now in force in Sault Ste. 
Marie, London, Toronto, Simcoe, St. 
Thomas and Niagara Falls. Plans to 
adopt it are under way in Hamilton, 
Belleville, Kingston, St. Catharines and 
Oshawa. 
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The Public Health Section reported 
that a regional conference had been held 
in District 9 (Northern Ontario) which 
all but four of the public health nurses 
in that widely scattered district attended. 

The ten District chairmen were all 
present at the meeting and presented 
progress reports of the activities carried 
on in their respective local groups. 

The Membership Committee ar- 
ranged for forty-nine students from 
thirty-eight Training Schools for Nurses 
throughout the Province to attend. 
Through the kindness of the Alumnae 
Associations of the Victoria Hospital and

We Listen in 


What makes any meeting a success? 
If you want to know the answer you 
would have found it, as we did, at the 
Annual Meeting of the Registered 
Nurses Association of Ontario. To begin 
with, there was a large attendance and 
every one of the ten district associations 
was represented by up and coming dele- 
gates who did not hesitate to make their 
opinions known. The programme was 
admirably planned and carried out with 
promptness and despatch. 


The president of the Association, Miss 
Ethel Cryderman, proved herself to be 
an extremely capable presiding officer 
and won well merited praise for her firm 
yet courteous handling of the spirited 
discussions which characterized the ses- 
sions. Her charm and dignity lent grace 
to many delightful social affairs and it 
was quite apparent that the members of 
the Association are justly proud of the 
woman they have chosen to lead them. 

It was Miss Grace Fairley who in 
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speaking of the place of meeting said: 
“London is a bonnie city.” And so it is! 
Certainly its citizens made everyone feel 
thoroughly at home and this brings us to 
the local committee on arrangements. 
When things move with deceptive ease 
it usually means that some downright 
hard work and clear thinking is being 
done behind the scenes. The London 
meeting was no exception to this rule. 
Excellent leadership was given by the 
chairman, Miss Mildred Walker, and 
she was ably assisted by Mrs. Hedley 
Smith, O.B.E., Miss Madalene Baker, 
Miss O. O’Neill, Miss H. Stuart, Miss 
M. McLaughlin, Miss M. DeCou, Miss 
F. Connolly, Miss L. Horwood, Mrs. H. 
Gillies, Miss N. Williams and Mrs. E. 
Hazelwood. Under the general direction 
of this committee the following groups 
of London nurses were jointly respon- 
sible for financing and carrying out the 
carefully planned arrangements: The 
Alumnae Associations of the Victoria 
Hospital, St. Joseph’s Hospital and the 
Ontario Hospital; the Edith Cavell 
Nurses Association; the Nursing Sisters 
of the Westminster Military Hospital; 
the Isabel Hampton Chapter of the 
1.0.D.E. 


And now perhaps we ought to get 
down to business and talk about the 
meeting itself. We shall leave to Miss 
Matilda Fitzgerald the task of reporting 
officially upon the work of the various 
committees. No one can do this as well 
as she can, for among its‘many assets the 
R.N.A.O. is happy in the possession of 
a thoroughly capable and cool-headed 
secretary-treasurer who always rises to 
the occasion and never gets flustered. 
All we shall try to do is to report briefly 
concerning the salient features of a not- 
able occasion. 


The. keynote was struck by Miss 
Cryderman in her presidential . address. 
She spoke of the importance of active 
membership and pointed out that in-a 
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single year the Association has obtained 
833 new members. Miss Cryderman 
then spoke of the corporate action which 
active membership alone makes possible. 
As outstanding examples in the national 
field she cited the work of the Com- 
mittee on Dominion Registration and 
that of the Committee on Curriculum. 
Within the Province itself, the attain- 
ment of the objectives set by the Per- 
manent Education Fund gave proof of 
what nurses may accomplish by co- 
operative effort. The last point stressed 
by the President was the importance of 
an informed public. Her remarks on this 
topic were so well thought out that we 
have asked her to enlarge upon them 
later for the benefit of the readers of 
this Journal. 


Nothing gives more stimulus to a 
meeting than the discussion of a contro- 
versial issue and Thursday morning 
brought a crowded audience eager to 
discuss the problem of Dominion Regis- 
tration. The chairman of the national 
committee, Miss E. MacPherson Dick- 
son was fortunately able to attend and 
gave her report with her customary abil- 
ity and clearness. The debate was lively 
and the arguments presented shed con- 
siderable light on a project which is so 
far-reaching in its implications that it 
must be examined from every angle be- 
fore action can safely be undertaken. 


The afternoon meeting afforded a 
stimulating opportunity of hearing the 
Curriculum for Schools of Nursing in 
Canada commented upon by Miss Ma- 
rion Lindeburgh herself. An enthusiastic 
and attentive audience demonstrated its 
interest in her vivid presentation of a 
project upon which she has spent so 
much time and thought and the success 
of which is due to her inspiring leader- 
ship. 

Thursday evening brought what 
proved to be the climax of the whole 
convention. The Principal of Queen’s 
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University, Dr. Robert C. Wallace, was 
the speaker at an open meeting which 
was attended by a representative lay 
audience as well as by ‘nurses em masse. 
Dr. Wallace is a true friend of nurses. 
No one, in all Canada, has understood 
and sympathized with our aspirations as 
he has. Yet he has no illusions about us. 
Our faults are not hidden from him. The 
broad human understanding of the man 
knows us, not only as we are, but as 
we are striving to become. He “has spok- 
en to us before but this time it seemed 
as though he came very near to us. He 
took the new Curriculum as the text of 
what he had to say and it must have 
been a profound satisfaction to Miss 
Lindeburgh to hear his sympathetic and 
cordial appraisal of it. This great teach- 
er pointed out its courage, its strength, 
its reasonableness, its capacity for adap- 
tation in use. Above all, he demonstrated 
its sound underlying philosophy. Then, 
in his inimitable fashion, he indicated 
where it might be enriched by cultural 
values. He saw the woman as well as the 
nurse, the potential artist and scholar as 
well as the skilled technician. It is be- 
cause Dr. Wallace respects and under- 
stands women in general that he is so 
good a judge of nursing values. His tri- 
bute to the gallantry displayed by nurses 
in their struggle for better educational 
opportunity was so obviously sincere that 
it put fresh heart into us. After all, there 
be those who have faith in us. 
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Prior to Dr. Wallace’s address, the 
president gave an excellent résumé of 
the aims and objects of the Registered 
Nurses Association of Ontario. This was 
received with marked interest by the lav 
members of the audience and in creating 
this precedent, Miss Cryderman demon- 
strated a valuable method of giving dig- 
nified publicity to nursing aspirations and 
activities. 

The next morning was devoted to the 
art and science of nursing. Miss Marion 
Ballantyne, orthopedic supervisor of the 
Visiting Nurses Association of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., was the guest speaker and gave a 
masterly address on orthopedic nursing 
which was received with rapt attention. 
The Journal is privileged to publish this 
address in an early issue. With the in- 
exorable “deadline” almost upon us, we 
must postpone until next month a de- 
scription of the lively sessions held by 
the Private Duty Section. Photographs 
of “The Day Sisters” will by then be 
available. 

To sum it all up, the Ontario meeting 
was a success because it deserved to be. 
It was well planned, months ahead. It 
was ably directed. The issues were live- 
ly and challenging. The speakers were 
clear, forceful, and interesting. The 
audience was alert and far from sub- 


missive. “The atmosphere, even in the 


heat of debate, was friendly. And Lon-

The best proof of the vigour and vi- 
tality of the Canadian Nurses Association 
is the fine work which is done by each 
of its nine provincial units.

British Columbia’s Anniversary 


There are times when we wish that 
Canada were not a country of magnifi- 
cent distances. If only we could have 
“listened in” at Vancouver as we did 
at London! But all we can do is to piece 
together the despatches which have just 
come in by air mail in the hope that we 
can convey some idea to our readers of 
what took place at the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the founding of the Regis- 
tered Nurses Association of British Co- 
lumbia. 


The first days of April saw a great 
gathering of the clans. Among them 
were four of the pioneers including the 
first president of the Association, Mrs. 
Bryce Brown (formerly Miss S. P. 
Wright), Miss Helen Randal, Miss E. 
G. Breeze and Miss M. E. Morrison. 
In 1912, these four ladies, with several 
others, formed the Registered Nurses 
Association, feeling that nursing should 
receive proper recognition as a profes- 
sion. They realized that the time had 
come for standardization of schools of 
nursing, and of the qualifications of grad- 
uate nurses. With this end in view, a 
committee was set up to prepare a pro- 
posed Registered Nurses Act which it 
hoped might be presented that year as a 
government measure, but which. proved 
to be an unwanted infant by the Cabinet 
of the time. War and changes of govern- 
ment forced the Association to bring 
forward and to retire the proposed Bill 
every year until 1918, when the Act 
actually came into being. All this time, 
members of the Association had con- 
tinued to pay registration fees in ad- 
vance in order to help towards the ex- 
penses of presenting the Bill annually. 
In 1936 the Act was amended and 
brought up to date, and as a result much 
has been done to standardize the curri- 


culum as well as hours of duty and 
housing. 

In her presidential address, Miss Fair- 
ley dwelt on the need for close co-opera- 
tion between the nursing profession and 
the public and urged that the sincere de- 
sire to meet the community needs which 
are changing so rapidly, nationally and 
internationally, must never be lost sight 
of. 


In her capacity as Registrar, Miss 
Helen Randal reported that 208 stu- 
dents had taken the registration examin- 
ations in 1936 and that of that number, 
201 were successful. Scholarships had 
been awarded and reciprocal arrange- 
ments for registration have now been 
completed with England, Scotland and 
Wales. Miss Grace Fairley, in presenting 
the report dealing with school inspection, 
spoke of the need for nurses who are 
capable of giving service as ward super- 
visors. She also stressed the value of com- 
petent head nurses who realize that they 
are an important part of the teaching 
staff of schools of nursing. 


Miss Henrietta Adams, educational 
director at Harbor View Hospital, 
Seattle, was the guest speaker at the an- 
niversary dinner held under the joint 
auspices of the Association and the Pro- 
vincial Board of Health. Miss Adams 
stressed the need for voluntary nursing 
service, and declared that in a country 
where so much medical attention is 
needed, nursing service which extends 
into the home is a godsend. “Canada has 
advanced beyond specialization to a much 
greater degree than the United States,” 
she said. “We are only partially success- 
ful in giving well-rounded service to the 
community. Our big problem is one of 
amalgamation.” Comparing progress 
made in Northern Europe with that in

North America, the speaker described 
developments she had observed on a re- 
cent trip abroad. She was particularly 
enthusiastic about methods of health 
service she had encountered in Scan- 
dinavian countries. “Medical nursing 
and special services are distributed to a 
much wider extent,” she declared. 
“Sweden, which is divided into four hun- 
dred rural units, has an exceptionally 
low maternal death rate and leads the 
world in control of syphilis. Their mod- 
ern co-operative building program en- 
sures hospitals which are clean, bright, 
airy, inexpensive and artistic. Norway 
has greatly lowered the incidence of 
tuberculosis, and has developed a method 
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of arrest or cure of dementia praecox, a 
condition which fills half the beds of 
mental hospitals; in this method insulin 
and thyroid extract are used. Norway 
also has compulsory old age, accident and 
sickness insurance. In voluntary or com- 
pulsory health insurance all Northern 
European countries have progressed 
much farther than we have.” 

Dr. H. E. Young, Provincial Health 
Officer, introduced the speaker of the 
evening and among the guests were 
Miss L. Leahy, Director, Public Health 
Nursing Field Work, University of 
Washington, and Miss I. Lambie, Di- 
rector, Nursing Division, Health De- 
partment, New Zealand, who has a 
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travelling*:Fellowship.under the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, and is the first of such 


‘ students from New Zealand. Miss Jou- 
' bert, a nurse from Johannesburg, South 


Africa, who is now spending a year in 
Canada under the auspices of the Com- 
mittee on Exchange of Nurses of the 
Canadian Nurses Association, was also 
present.

Interpretation of Symptoms

In a previous article a brief summary 
was presented concerning the essential 
observations to be made of a sick infant 
or young child. The significance of these 
observations now presents itself for dis- 
cussion. 

The general state of nutrition is fre- 
quently an indication of the patient’s 
probable resistance to disease. Well nour- 
ished children do better than those who 
are overweight. When overweight is 
present, there is a tendency to sudden 
circulatory collapse. Infants brought up 
on a high carbohydrate diet are usually 
poor risks because they have little resis- 
tance to infection and complications. In 
the case of children who are under- 
weight, the resistance is lowered and 
they should be watched closely for early 
signs of complications. They need the 
same care and precautionary measures 
as are used in the case of premature in- 
fants. 

Interpretation of the changes in col- 
our may be summarized as follows: 
Pallor may mean circulatory collapse; 
onset of a complication with chills; ner- 
vous reaction due to pain, fright or other 
sensory nerve upset; internal hemor- 
rhage; intracranial hemorrhage, due to 
pressure on the vital centres; enlarged 
thymus gland, as part of general col- 
lapse. Cyanosis may mean circulatory 
collapse; onset of respiratory disease or 
complications; chills; in the newborn, it 
may indicate intracranial hemorrhage; 
bronchopneumonia; subnormal body 
temperature. Local pallor or cyanosis, 
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when present in an extremity, means 
interference with circulation and may 
be due to a thrombus, or to a spasm of 
nervous origin constricting the capillary 
system. Dry skin, in a very ill patient, is 
usually an unfavorable sign and calls for 
very close observation of any change 
which may occur in the patient’s general 
condition. Profuse perspiration may 
mean general weakness and a falling 
temperature preceding a collapse. Irri- 
tability and restlessness may mean intra- 
cranial hemorrhage in the newborn. It 
sometimes accompanies the onset of pye- 
litis, middle ear disease or abscess for- 
mation. It is nearly always present when 
the infant is teething and sometimes in- 
dicates distension of the bladder. 

If the eyes are dull, and there is bluish 
discoloration of the lower lid, this is a 
grave sign and the patient must be close- 
ly watched. Retraction of the head may 
be caused by meningitis, encephalitis or 
hemorrhage. A bulging fontanelle means 
increased intracranial pressure and may 
be due to infection, hemorrhage, or 
mechanical block in the cerebro-spinal 
fluid circulation. If an infant or young 
child attempts to pull at the ears it usual- 
ly means that one of the three conditions 
may be present: middle ear disease, abs- 
cess of the ear canal, or teething. Re- 
peated nasal discharge of a purulent and 
bloody character may mean the presence 
of nasal diphtheria. The colour of the 
lips is a fairly reliable index of the con- 
dition of the circulation; a change to a 
cherry red colour or brighter shades may 
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mean the onset of acidosis of significant 
degree. When the patient tends to avoid 
movement of the neck it should be re- 
garded as a serious sign until proven 
otherwise. 

A slow respiratory rate may be a sign 
of acidosis and may indicate the be- 
ginning of collapse. If the respiration is 
very rapid it may be a symptom of the 
onset of pneumonia, and if the accessory 
muscles are being used it signifies that 
it is of considerable extent. An irregu- 
lar respiration rate, accompanied by pain, 
usually means superficial pneumonia or 
pleurisy. If one side of the chest lags be- 
hind, it usually signifies pneumonia or 
empyema on the lagging side. If there 
is bulging in the intercostal spaces, em- 
pyema is usually present. If there isa sud- 
den increase in the respiratory rate, ac- 
companied by cyanosis, it may mean 
collapse of the lung. 

The abdomen should be carefully 
watched and any tendency to distension 
should be reported early. If the legs are 
drawn up and severe abdominal pain is 
present, it may mean intestinal obstruc- 
tion or intussusception. Antiperistaltic 
waves, seen moving across the abdomen, 
usually indicate the presence of pyloric 
obstruction, Bulging at the umbilicus 
when under strain means umbilical her- 
nia, which should be dealt with prompt- 
ly. 

The frequency of urination should be 
carefully noted. Failure to urinate may 
be due to nervousness or to a spasm of 
the bladder sphincter. Paralysis of the 
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bladder may be present or, in the male, 
phimosis may be a complication. The 
appearance of the urine should be close- 
ly observed. If blood is present it points 
to hemorrhage in the genito-urinary 
tract; a dark concentrated yellow colour 
may mean that the patient is not getting 
sufficient fluids; a pungent odour may 
be a sign of acidosis. If diarrhoea is 
present, the rectum should be frequent- 
ly examined for evidence of protrusion, 
because delay in observing protrusion 
may result in gangrene of the rectum. If 
the stools are frequent or contain blood, 
mucus or pus, it signifies infection or 
some other intestinal disorder. If the 
stools are either too watery or too hard, 
the fact should be reported. 

The psychological effect of the nurse 

on the patient is very important in the 
case of children. If the nurse finds that 
her ministrations only aggravate a very 
ill child, she should report this fact to 
the physician-in-charge. Failure to do so 
may have serious results for the patient. 
The presence of twitching, either local 
or general, may herald marked pain or 
the onset of complications. They are 
frequently a sign that convulsions are 
impending.

The Papworth Village Settlement 


HELEN CUNNINGHAM,

The war years saw the commence- 
ment of a unique scheme for the treat- 
ment and after-care of tuberculous pa- 
tients that has grown to such an extent 
that today visitors from all corners of 
the world visit the Papworth Village 
Settlement. In 1914, Dr. Jones, now Sir 
Pendrith Varrier Jones, a general prac- 
titioner, and Miss Borne, the village 
nurse, felt that something must be done 
to care for the tuberculous patients in 
their village of Bourne and the sur- 
rounding country. By the end of the war 
the work had grown to such an extent 
that more accommodation had to be 
sought, and the estate of “Papworth,” a 
few miles distant, was purchased. Pa- 
tients and staff were soon established in 
the beautiful old Manor House, set 
among beautiful trees and lawns, such 
as one sees only in England. 


In the minds of those two workers 
one question had continually arisen: 
“What are our patients going to do 
when we have restored them to a mea- 
sure of health and strength? Can they 
re-establish themselves in the world out- 
side?” Dr. Jones and Miss Borne felt 
that many of their patients could work 
if they could find suitable employment, 
but such employment was not to be found 
in post-war England where thousands of 
demobilized soldiers were finding the 
earning of their daily bread an impos- 
sible task. 

The early twenties saw the establish- 
ment of certain workshops, and the 
erection of the first cottages for the 
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“colonists,” as they are now called. For- 
tunately for the purpose of the enter- 
prise, both Dr. Jones and Miss Borne 
possess the happy faculty of not only 
being able to visualize their own ideas, 
but of being able to make others do so 
as well. Early in the history of Papworth 
the members of the Royal Family be- 
came interested, and have never ceased 
to give it their whole-hearted support 
as is evidenced by the fact that the Duke 
of Kent is the President of the Board at 
the present time. The cottages in Pap- 
worth bear the name of the donor, and 
many of these names are well known in 
British social and political life. 


To-day Papworth is an up-to-date 
Sanatorium where all types of cases are 
cared for. This is a departure from the 
original idea of admitting only those 
whose prognosis is good. However, some 
of the local authorities, such as the Lon- 
don County Council, only send patients 
that they hope will be able to colonize, 
and if they are not able to do so they are 
recalled, and cared for in one of their 
own institutions. In 1936, a surgical 
unit, unsurpassed in equipment and fur- 
nishings was erected. The genius of this 
unit was Mr. Nelson, a brilliant young 
London surgeon, whose untimely death 
last June was a tremendous blow to 
Papworth and to the profession at large. 


All those admitted, regardless of how 
much sanatorium care they have already 
had, are admitted as bed patients. After 
their case has been thoroughly investi- 
gated, the Medical Staff decide how 
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many hours a day the patients are ca- 
pable of working. It may be only two 
hours in the beginning, but after a pe- 
riod of time, when it has been shown 
that they are able for full-time work, 
which is six hours a day, they are trans- 
ferred to the Hostels and they then re- 
ceive wage$ and pay board. In the case 
of a married man, or if there are two or 
three members of one family able to 
work, the name is placed on the waiting 
list for a cottage. This list unfortunately 
is a long one, and money is urgently 
needed for the erection of more cottages. 
These cottages cost in the neighbour- 
hood of two thousand dollars, and are 
built of white brick; they rent for one 
dollar and a quarter to two dollars and 
a half per week according to size. Each 
is surrounded by a fair-sized garden, 
and, in the spring and summer, these 
gardens are a joy to all, for the villagers 
take great pride in them, and an English 
garden is a lovely thing. 


Under the panel system, the villagers 
are on the panel of Dr. Stoll, the 
assistant Medical Superintendent, and 
are entitled to free medical attention and 
medicine. For the yearly fee of a dollar 
and a half the service of the village 
nurse is also at their disposal. 


There are nearly one hundred chil- 
dren attending school, and it is an in- 
teresting fact that as yet no child in 
Papworth has developed tuberculosis. 
The children attend a clinic once a week 
where they are weighed by a nurse, and 
Dr. Stoll talks to them. A new open air 
school is planned as the next building 
project. 

A natural sequel to the re-habilitation 
of ex-patients has been an effort on the 
part of those in authority to do likewise 
for those of our profession who have 
been unfortunate enough to develop tu- 
berculosis. The same procedure is fol- 
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lowed as with other patients on admis- 
sion. At present this nursing staff is 
housed in a portion of St. Mary’s Hostel 
for Women, quite apart from the rest of 
the staff, but a new home is almost com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy. Only 
the late King’s death prevented Queen 
Mary from laying the corner stone of , 
this building last June. It is a project 
in which she has long been keenly in- 
terested. Papworth, however, is not the 
only Sanatorium in England carrying 
out this idea, as Frimley Sanatorium, run 
in conjunction with Brompton Hospital, 
London, is staffed entirely with nurses 
who have at some time been patients 
themselves. 

On the road to York, beyond the 
Gibbet at Caxton, lies this village which 
has been a village of Hope to many. 
Some live out the remainder of their 
lives here, others become well enough to 
go out into the world again. Some, 
young and ambitious, go out only to 
find that the continual wear and tear 
of life in London, or some other large 
city is more than they are physically able 
to stand and they return, grateful that 
there is a Papworth. They learn to take 
pleasure in the simple things of life— 
their gardens, a walk through the woods, 
when the ground is carpeted with prim- 
roses or bluebells. Tea, dear to every 
English heart, may be drunk at the 
old Saxon village of Ettesley in the house 
in which Oliver Cromwell’s sister once 
lived and an occasional visit may be 
made to Huntingdon, six miles distant, 
which remains much as it was when 
Oliver Cromwell was a lad there. 
Cambridge is only twelve miles away, 
with its busy shopping district and beau- 
tiful Colleges, among them Kings Col- 
lege Chapel, that gem of English archi- 
tecture. These are some of the pleasures 
which Papworth colonists can find and 
do enjoy. 
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LEONIE CHAPTAL 


On Easter Day of this year the death 
occurred of Léonie Chaptal, the hon- 
oured President of the International 
Council of Nurses for the 1929-1933 
quadrennial period. Many Canadian 


nurses will remember the dignified yet ” 


vivid personality of this brilliant French- 
woman who gave such colour and vi- 
vacity to the meetings of the Congress 
which took place in Montreal and in 
Paris. 

As a speaker she was most arresting 
and her amazing command of language 
was not confined to her mother tongue 
but was just as apparent in several other 
European languages. 

Mademoiselle Chaptal served the Na- 
tional Association of The Trained 
Nurses of France in the capacity of 
president from the time the Association 
was founded in 1923 until her death. 
Her great gifts as organizer and leader 
thus found full scope and she exercised 
a profound influence on nursing educa- 
tion in France. 


The League of Nations recognized 
her ability as a social worker by en- 
trusting her with the direction of an 
enquiry into certain international aspects 
of child welfare. In this, as in everything 
she undertook, she achieved outstanding 
success. In her death, the profession of 
nursing, the world over, has lost a great 
leader. 


Obituary 


CLAXTON—A vivid article, written by 
Miss E. Muriel Claxton, entitled “Trans- 
portation North of the Peace” appeared 
in the April issue of the Journal before 
the magazine had reached its readers, the 
author had come to the end of the trail. 
Miss Claxton was a graduate of the School 
of Nursing of Guy’s Hospital, London, 
and for many years was looked upon as 
one of the most distinguished Red Cross 
workers in British Columbia. Recently 
she had been in charge of the Cecil Lake 
Outpost Hospital, and it was here that 
she contracted an attack of influenza

which necessitated her removal to the 
Fort St. John Hospital, twenty-one miles 
away. Although every effort was made to 
save this precious life, it was too late and 
she died on March 13, 1937. 

At the recent annual meeting of the 
Provincial Division of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society, Miss Claxton was singled 
out for high praise and she had returned 
to her distant post only a few months ago 
after a much needed holiday overseas. As 
she herself wished, she was buried close 
to Cecil Lake Depot where, so often 
trapper, rancher, and Indian had come to 
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her for treatment. Her passing is deeply 
mourned by the people of the Peace River 
District, whom she had so devotedly 
served. 


BAXTER—The death occurred recently of - 


Miss Grace Geraldine Baxter, a graduate 
of the School of Nursing of the Regina 
General Hospital, and a member of the 
Class of 1933. 


LeDUC—The death occurred suddenly, on 
February 21, 1937, of Florence Marion 
Lord, beloved wife of Mr. Frederick A. 
LeDuc. Mrs. LeDuc was a graduate of 
St. Luke’s General Hospital, Ottawa, 
Class of 1904. 


Edmonton, Alta., on 
March 31, 1937, the death occurred of 
Mrs. George Paterson (Ruth Hamilton), 
a member of the Class of 1933 of the 
Toronto General Hospital School of 
Nursing. Before her marriage in August, 
1936, Mrs. Paterson was engaged in nurs- 
ing in the far north at Aklavik, N.W.T., 
and during a fire which destroyed the 
hospital, won high distinction by her 
heroism in bringing to safety all patients 
who were in the hospital at the time. Mrs. 
Paterson returned to the Northwest to 
make her home in Waterways following 
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her marriage; and it is with deep regret 
that her classmates and many friends have 
learned of her untimely death. Sympathy 
is extended to Mrs. Paterson’s husband 
and to her parents in their loss. 


RUNDLE—Our English colleagues have 


suffered a sad bereavement in the death, 
on March 13, of Mary Snell, Rundle, 
R.R.C., D.N. For seventeen years Miss 
Rundle gave invaluable service to the 
College of Nursing in the capacity of its 
first secretary and, even in retirement, 
actively interested herself in its affairs. 

In 1912 she was appointed matron of 
the Royal Hospital for Diseases of the 
Chest, and it was there that she organized 
some of the earliest postgraduate courses 
on tuberculosis nursing, health visiting and 
work in the tuberculosis dispensary of the 
hospital. With the profits from these 
lectures she started a nurses’ library. For 
her War work Miss Rundle received the 
Royal Red Cross (First Class), but in 
1916 the Director General (Medical 
Services) allowed her to apply for the 
secretaryship of the College of Nursing, 
at that time hardly more than the ghost 
of an idea, but a ghost the importance of 
which hé recognized. During her work at 
the College Miss Rundle received the 
Diploma in Nursing (honoris causa) of 
Leeds University. 


They received a home in the minds of men where their glory remains fresh 


to stir to. speech or action as the occasion comes by. 


For the whole earth is the sepulchre of famous men and their story is not 


graven only on stone but lives on far away without visible symbol, in the 
stuff of other men’s lives.

As President of the Inter- 
national Council of Nurses from 1929 
to 1933, Mlle. Chaptal won the admira- 
tion of the Nursing Profession through- 
out the world and her passing is a se- 
vere loss. 


Executive Committee

Comments on proceedings of general 
interest are made herewith: 


General Meeting 1938 


The Registered Nurses Association of 
Nova Scotia has appointed the President, 
Miss Marion Haliburton, Convenor of 
the Arrangements Committee for the 
General Meeting of the Canadian Nurses 
Association in 1938. That meeting is to 
be held in Halifax. The definite date 
will be fixed later. ' 


Incorporation 


The Executive Committee has au- 
thorized the Comuinittee on Dominion 
Registration for Nurses in Canada to 
secure advice on the possibility of the 
Canadian Nurses Association becoming 
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incorporated, with provision for Domin- 
ion Registration by the Association, 
rather than to set up a second body un- 
der the control of the Association as 
suggested by the proposed plan for Do- 
minion Registration and as recom- 
mended by the Department of the Secre- 
tary of State. 


Community Nursing Service 


The convenor of the Committee on 
Community Nursing Service Bureaux 
has sent a questionnaire to members of 
the Committee in order to secure opinions 
which might form a basis for approach 
to the Victorian Order of Nurses for 
Canada with reference to an experiment, 
or experiments, in community nursing 
service bureaux according to the resolu- 
tions from the General Meeting in 1936. 
A summary of the replies formed part of 
the convener’s report. The reply, from 
the Victorian Order of Nurses to the 
request for co-operation and assistance, 
expressed a sympathetic attitude to the 
proposal and a desire to co-operate, but, 
stated that a definite decision could not 
be made until the policy under which the 
experiments would function has been 
clearly defined. Miss Jean Gunn and 
Miss Edna L. Moore, of Toronto, and 
Miss Gertrude M. Bennett, of Ottawa, 
all members of the Committee, were ap- 
pointed a sub-committee to discuss the 
suggested joint project with represen- 
tatives of the Victorian Order of Nurses. 
It was announced that contact had been 
made with the National Employment 
Commission. It was decided to await 
the results of the conference with repre- 
sentatives of the Victorian Order of 
Nurses before making further contact 
with the Commission. 
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Sections 


The Education Committee of the Pri- 
vate Duty Section reported the prepara- 
tion of material as a basis of study for 
the Provincial Sections. Similar proce- 
dure has already been undertaken by the 
Nursing Education and Public Health 
Sections. Satisfaction had been reported 
from centres where the eight-hour day 
is in operation. 


Provincial Associations 


A brief digest, prepared from the in- 
terim reports of Provincial Associations, 
is presented herewith: 

The Alberta Association of Registered 
Nurses and the Provincial Department 
of Public Health arranged a refresher 
course for the last week of March. The 
annual meeting of the Association is to 
be held in the autumn in conjunction 
with the Alberta Hospitals Association. 

The Registered Nurses Association of 
British Columbia reported preparations 
for the celebration of its twenty-fifth 
anniversary during the annual meeting 
of 1937. 

The Manitoba Association of Regis- 
tered Nurses reported that the various 
sections and committees were actively 
engaged in carrying out their respective 
programmes. A conference was held be- 
tween representative members of the 
Association and a member of. the Em- 
ployment Commission for Women. The 
latter was given an outline of the. various 
palliative means, supported by the Asso- 
ciation, to help create employment for 
nurses. As a further means toward cre- 
ating employment, the Association’s re- 
presentatives proposed an experiment by 
which the machinery of existing agencies 
with subsidiary grants might be used, 
ie., a rural area where the cost of hos- 
pitalization is extremely high, could be 
selected as a district in which, by aid of 
a federal grant, a number of nurses 
could be engaged to give actual bedside 
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care. It was pointed out that such a 
service would be of value, not only to the 
acutely ill but for the care of the chroni- 
cally ill who, in many instances, were 
placed in institutions but might very well 
be cared for in their own homes if 
periodic nursing care and supervision 
were possible. 


The Board of Examiners of the New 
Brunswick Association of Registered 
Nurses reported a marked improvement 
in the academic standing of candidates 
presented for Registration Examinations. 
Following her initial visit to Schools of 
Nursing, the registrar presented, to the 
Executive Council, tabulated informa- 
tion relative to educational entrance re- 
quirements; hours of duty; living ac- 
commodation; physical set-up of schools; 
extent of clinical field; school staff; 
curriculum. In January last, the Execu- 
tive Council passed the following reso- 
lutions: 


1. That the Executive Council record our 
high regard for Miss Sarah Brophy as 
a member of this Council; our sense of 
loss which her death means to the nursing 
profession of the Province, and sincere 
appreciation of her splendid work as 
Convener of the Legislative Committee 
over a long period of time. 

2. That the Nursing Education Section and 
the Committee on Instruction form a 
study committee with reference to the 
Proposed Curriculum for Schools of 
Nursing in Canada; that this committee 
keep in touch with the superintendents of 
schools of nursing and keep them in- 
formed of their deliberations. 


The annual refresher course arranged 
by the Halifax Branch of the Registered 
Nurses Association of Nova Scotia was 
greatly appreciated by the large number 
who enrolled for the course. Recent ac- 
tion by the Board of the Harbour View 
Hospital, Sydney Mines, makes it com- 
pulsory for members of the nursing staff 
to obtain registration and maintain mem- 
bership in the Provincial Association. 
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THE NATIONAL OFFICE 


The Registered Nurses Association of 
Ontario appointed a special committee 
on Dominion Registration to promote a 
study of the project by the District Asso- 
ciations thus enabling them to be pre- 
pared to discuss Dominion Registration 
at the annual meeting. The Association 
appointed the Secretary to the Liaison 
Committee of representatives from 
Women’s Organisations in Toronto. 
That Committee was formed by the 
National Council of the Y.W.C.A., at 
the request of the League of Nations in 
Canada. The Committee is to assist in a 
world survey of the present status of 
women by obtaining statistics on the one 
point of wage-earning women’s respon- 
sibility for dependents. Information is 
being obtained by questionnaires, one 
thousand of which have been distributed 
among members of the R.N.A.O. Later, 
the information, compiled from returned 
questionnaires, will be forwarded to the 
International Labour Organisation of 
the League of Nations in Geneva. 

The report of the annual meeting of 
the Association of Registered Nurses of 
the Province of Quebec, previously pub- 
lished in the April number of the Jour- 
nal, was presented to the Executive 
Committee. 

The annual meeting of the Saskatche- 
wan Registered Nurses Association is to 
be held in Prince Albert on May 27 and 
28. Following the appointment of sub- 
chairmen by the Nursing Education Sec- 
tion in Prince Albert, Yorkton, Moose 
Jaw and Regina, the Section asked that 
arrangements be made for refresher 
courses in those districts. A more fa- 
vourable attitude by Hospital Boards and 
members of the Medical Association to- 
ward the eight-hour day for private 
duty nurses was reported.

A good response is being made to the 
appeal made in the April issue of the 
Journal on behalf of the International 
Red Cross Bazaar which is to be held in 
London in July. It will be remembered 
that the proceeds are to be used to assist 
the work of the Florence Nightingale 
International Foundation. A letter has 
been received by Miss Grace M. Fairley, 
convener of the Nightingale Memorial 
Committee, from Miss A. F. Lawrie, 
president of the Saskatchewan Registered 
Nurses Association, which indicates what 
a truly Canadian contribution is being 
arranged in that Province. 


You will be interested to know what we 
are doing with regard to collecting articles 
for the Red Cross Bazaar. The conveners I 
appointed in each of the larger centres are 
trying to interest individuals, not organiza- 
tions. For instance, one of our supervisors 
got in contact with the Superintendent of 
Indian Affairs, who on reading the letter 
we received from London, asked to be per- 
mitted to make copies of it. These he is 
sending out to the Indian Agents in the 
Province. In this way I hope we shall ob- 
tain some Indian work to send you. The 
Ceramics Department at the University of 
Saskatchewan is making some articles from 
Saskatchewan clay and imprinting on them 
the Saskatchewan seal, and I am enclosing 
the copy of a letter that I received from 
one of the Sisters in a Catholic School, 
which I am sure will interest you. 


The letter to which Miss Lawrie re- 
fers was written by the Reverend Sister 
Dalgleish, Reg. N., of the Indian School 
at Lebret, Sask. Excerpts from it read 
as follows: 

Through our Sisters at the Grey Nuns 
Hospital, I have come to learn that you 
wish to have articles made by Indians for 
the Red Cross Bazaar in England. I take 
great pleasure in forwarding you a few 
pieces made by pupils of this school. The 
book mark was made by Florence Pinay, 
age nineteen, who is a high school student

preparing for a nursing course. The ashtray 
mat was made by Edna Desmamie,: age 
thirteen. The belt was made by Rachael 
Aemson, a Cree Indian who came to this 
School in 1899 and has remained in the 
service ever since. She is the grand-daughter 
of Chief Pasqua who was among the first 
of the pagans to become Christian. The 
reserve near here bears his name. Her In- 
dian name is Takawish. She bears the typi- 
cal characteristic of a pure Indian, which is 
keen observation, and is a natural psychol- 
ogist and extremely sensitive. She is indus- 
trious and saving and it was with real pride 
that she gave me the belt.

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AID TO THE ARTHRITIC 


While the systemic treatment of arthritis 
demands some knowledge of the cause, at 
the same time local palliative treatment is 
usually an essential. The causes of arthritis 
fall into three major categories: infectious, 
metabolic and traumatic. Probably most 
cases are in varying degrees combinations 
of these three major causes. Treatment, 
then, involves the elimination of all possible 
foci of infection and the identification and 
correction of metabolic and postural abnor- 
malities and the systemic treatment of the 
established inflammatory changes in the 
articulations. For the local treatment, many 
physicians find the application of a hot An- 
tiphlogistine dressing a very distinct aid, 
both in relieving the pain and discomfort 
and in stimulating healthy reaction of cells 
and capillaries. If applied only at the site 
of the disturbance, the results are quite 
noticeable.

PETERBOROUGH: A special meeting of Dis- 
trict 6, R.N.A.O. was held on Feb. 4, at 
the Nicholls Hospital, Peterborough. The 
president, Miss Edith Young, occupied 
the chair. The attendance was thirty-three 
and the secretary reported fifty-eight paid 
members for 1937. Public health convenor 
reported the possibility of Port Hope ob- 
taining a public health nurse and the hope 
that Cobourg will soon do likewise. Private 
duty section presented literature on eight- 
hour duty in hospitals and considerable dis- 
cussion took place. The following reports 
were read from the different points of the 
district: Port Hope: they did not feel the 
need of it; Cobourg: no reply; Lindsay: 
the people find it difficult to pay a nurse 
even for twelve-hour duty; Belleville: had 
not had a meeting, but were to have Miss 
Baker to speak to them. In Peterborough a 
meeting of private duty nurses was called, 
with an attendance of twenty-eight. Seven- 
teen voted for eight-hour duty and ten 
against. It was decided to let the matter 
rest for six months. The fee was set at 
$3.75 for eight-hour duty. An appeal was 
made to nurses who are undercharging to 
stand together and charge one rate. 

The membership convenor reported a very 
active campaign to obtain the names of all 
nurses in the district in the hope of increas- 
ing our membership considerably. Reports 
of Chapters were called for and the res- 
ponse was as follows: Chapter A. No re- 
port. Chapter B. One meeting held this year. 
They are making a keen drive for new 
members. Chapter C. One meeting held in 
January when interesting reports were pre- 
sented from the membership and private 
duty sections. They are working hard for 
a larger membership and stimulating in- 
terest in eight-hour duty in hospitals among 
the nurses, doctors, and the public. A Nurs- 
ing Education Group was formed, the ob- 
ject being to study the Curriculum and 
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present portions of it at each monthly meet- 
ing, each section of the nursing groups tak- 
ing part, and showing the application of it 
as they see it in their work. A paper on the 
history of the Registered Nurses Associa- 
tion of Ontario was given, also a very in- 
teresting paper on “Outstanding Women” by 
a lady reporter of our city paper. 


Some discussion took place regarding the 
suggestion brought forward by the Execu- 
tive, that the Standing and Special Com- 
mittee convenors be included in the Ex- 
ecutive of the District, for the reason that 
distance and _ transportation difficulties 
sometimes make it impossible for a full 
Executive meeting to be held. A motion 
was passed that this request be sent to the 
Board’ of Directors. The Chairman then 
gave a review of the Board of Directors 
meeting held in January, drawing attention 
to the regulations now pending regarding 
non-payment of yearly fees.
